men the War Department has thrown out, on| 


a technicality, the bid on oil for the Panama 
Canal of an alleged Standard Oil subsidiary 
but at the same time has obtained an opinion 
from Attorney General Wickersham that the 
department must buy from the S. O. or its 
subsidiaries, if that company is lowest bidder. 


This same technicality, applying to Motley, 
Green & Co., New York jobbers who represent 
the Galena Signal Oil Co., it is said, also bars 
the bids of several Independent oil companies 
who were next lowest bidders. The War De- 
partment is now said to be investigating the 
claims of the Texas Co., whose bid on Panama 
supplies was also opened Feb. 21st, with the 
others. 


The technicality found by the War Depart- 
ment that barred the bid of Motley, Green & 
Co. is that the names of the railroads on which 
the lubricating oil they offered had been “suc- 
cessfully used” were not given, and the depart- 
ment refused to take judicial notice of the fact 
that the oil offered is from the Standard sub- 
sidiary that lubricates, and presumably suc- 
cessfully, practically all the railroads in the 
country. 


INDEPENDENTS ALSO HIT. 


The Independent concerns who came next 
and whose oil also has been used on several 
roads and the success of which is a part of the 
testimony in various government investiga- 
tions and prosecutions of the Standard Oil 
Co., are said to have neglected to state just 
what roads used their oil and they also came 
under the ban. 


The Texas Co., which said it would supply 
oil from “our refinery at Bayonne, N. J.,” cited 
several roads that are using its oil but some 
who have investigated, say that these roads 
are largely owned or controlled by the Texas 
Co. or those interested in the Texas, and that

The price increase in the west is of particular 
significance in relation to St. Louis, Mo., where! 
the Waters-Pierce Oil Co. has been in a four-year | 
fight with Independents. The St. Louis market | 
was put up a full cent on burning oils—from 5% | 
to 6% and a half-cent on gasoline to 11 cents. 
It was effective there April 11 and is the first ad- 
vance in four years. Independent oil men there 
accept it as an admission of their victory. 


ADVANCE ENDS LONG WAR. 


“The Waters-Pierce Company evidently started | 
out to drive us out of business by putting the 
price down,” said F. C. Brettnyder, president of 
the Bell Oil Co., who has been in the thick of 











the fight for the Independents in St. Louis. “But 
fear of the anti-discrimination law stopped them | 
when they reached 514 cents. With that low| 
a price they worked all their famous tricks and 
schemes to take our business. They instituted | 
the usual “dummy” Independent companies and | 
tried to buy into the really Independent companies, |

SWORE OHIO CO. 


NOT IN TRUST 
TO ENTER ILL. 


J. C. Donnell Got Standard Subsidiary 
into Rich Field on His Oath, 
Declares Chicago Paper 








That the Ohio Oil Co. can be ousted from Illi- 
nois because it was permitted to enter by reason 
of the oath of J. C. Donnell, vice president, that 
the Ohio was not a party to any trust, or combina- 


tion, is the substance of an article on how Stand- 


ard Oil gobbled’ up the Illinois field, published in 
the Chicago Socialist, May 3. 

Donnell, at present operating the Barnsdall 
properties in Illinois as trustee, made the oath 
in two affidavits, September 6 and 8, 1905, while 
exhibits of the Standard Oil Co. in the govern- 
ment’s dissolution case are cited showing that 
the Ohio Oil Co. was bought in by the National 
Transit Co. in 1892, which company was organized, 
the exhibits say,,by Standard Oil in 1881. Both 
companies the exhibits show, were and are offi- 
cered by Standard Oil men. 

“In the course of the narrative,” says the So- 
cialist, “there will be mention. made of one, 
Charles S. Deneen, governor of Illinois, the man 
who poses as a reformer, because as state’s at- 
torney of Cook county, on a relatively small salary 
he made $243,000, and can afford to be a reformer. 
Governor Deneen went to sleep while the Stand- 
ard Oil Company captured the Illinois oil field. 
This year the State Geological Survey estimates 
that 40,000,000 barrels of oil at an average price 
of 67 cents a barrel, wholesale price, will be taken 
out of the oil territory of eastern Illinois, which 
ranks ninth in the petroleum production of the 
United States. The output nets the little sum of 
$26,000,000 this year. 


CALLS IT “THEFT.” 


“This story deals with the theft of that oil field, 
a theft quite in the way of business, the Standard 
Oil Co. being in need of the oil wells and false 
swearing being a little matter contingent on the 
entry of the Ohio Oil Co. into Illinois. There are 
dates to be borne strictly in mind in connection 
with the transactions in this story. These dates 
come from official sources. 

“The dates are: 

“September 8, 1905, when J. C. Donnell, then 
vice president of the Ohio Oil Co., swore before 
Notary Public F. E. Hurley, that the Ohio Oil 
Co. was not party to ‘any pool, trust, agreement, 
combination, confederation, or understanding with 
any other corporation, partnership, individual or 
any other person or association of persons, to 
regulate or fix the price of any article of mer- 
chandise or commodity; and that it has not en- 
tered into, or become a member of, or party to, 
any pool, trust, agreement, contract, combination, 
or confederation to fix or limit the amount or 
quantity of any article, commodity or merchandise, 
to be manufactured, mined or sold in this state, 
and that it has not issued or does not own any 
trust certificates; and for any corporation agent, 
officer or employe, or for the directors or stock- 
holders of any corporation, have not entered into, 
and is not now in any combination, contract or

leum Stock Association subservient to it, but | 
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latest attempt of this petroleum world trust 
was against the still free Austrian-Galician 
production and if the Austrian government had 
not prevented this by lawful means in proper 
time, they would have succeeded. Do not con- 
tradict me that the prices of petroleum were 
not raised. They stand always at double the 
real cost of production, but I do not think that 
any investigator will doubt but that when the 
net is perfected the production will also be 
drawn in by he Americans. I do not ignore 
that the Prussian government has not accom- 
plished something in that direction and we 
must certainly admit that she assisted the Ga- 
lician production by her orders. We can only 
hope that in this and other directions, the Prus- 
sian government, and the invited governments, 
especially Germany, will save us from a dan- 
ger that surely later will have disagreeable con- 
sequences. 

“Guarantee must be asked for to retain the 
only competitor of Standard Oil—the Austrian- 
Galician fields. The German-American Pe- 
troleum Association, the representative of the 
S. O. Co. in Germany, is trying to expel its 
only competitor, the Galician oil producers, 
from the home market completely.” They man- 
age this in two ways; first, by starting as many 
retailers as possible and handle the retail mar- 
ket themselves, and on the other hand, she 
contracts with the German consumers, es- 
pecially the retailers, with contracts undoubt- 
edly against good manners.” 

URGES LEGISLATION. 

Dr. Mayer referred to an open letter from the 
German American in which his opinion that 
the contracts were illegal was attacked, being 
contrary to the findings of the courts. Dr. 
Mayer read the opinion of a lawyer that the 
contracts, when taken all together, were 
against public good because they constituted a 
monopoly. He also said that there is no su- 


preme court decision on the question, and hej 
said that “even if the court verdicts should be 
against us, we would be obliged to secure help, 
even in the way of legislation against this new 
combination in our business life.” 


Dr. Mayer ‘denied that the customers were 
contented under the German American’s con-} 
trol of the market and cited all the newspaper | 
outcry against it. He read from a paper a de- | 
nunciation of the trust’s can business, selling 
the consumer in cans through dummy retailers. 
One concern, the Pocol Petroleum Association, 
with a capital stock of 20,000 marks, it was 
pointed out, had stations in all cities in Ger- 
many, any one of which cost that much, and 
more to build. The article continued: 

“After an existence of one year this -Pocol 
Association can look back upon an investment 
and exchange of millions, and it is not difficult 
for experts to fathom, that behind this Pocol 
Association stands the Pure Oil Company, that 
formerly was independent of the petroleum 
trust, but which now appears to stand in equal 
dependency to the Standard Oil Company as 
the petroleum associations of the German 
Bank.” 


Dr. Mayer closed with a strong plea for a 
German government oil monopoly which he 
said would have to come to protect the con- 
sumer and the oil trade from the Standard Oil 
Company. 


WOODS BILL KILLED 

















| Ohio Public Service Corporation Defeat 
Regulation Measure

A stratum, analyzing 85 per cent paraffine, ac- 
cording to newspaper reports, was found in drill- 
ing an oil and gas well at Sulphur, near Reno, 
Nev. The first stratum of oil struck in the well is 
reported to have shown 65 per cent paraffine and 
the balance was good oil. The second stratum is 
said to be 5 feet thick. A number of oil men are 
reported to be already active about Sulphur.

Tennessee Wins Hard Fought Victory | 
| 





But Doesn’t Get Rid of 
The Octopus | 





The Standard Oil Co., of Kentucky, now stands | 
ousted from Tennessee. The final decision was | 
rendered by the U. S. Supreme Court May 2d, | 
and affirmed that of the Tennessee Supreme | 
Court. Standard Oil Company of Louisiana | 
will take its place. 

The case was begun in 1907 under the Tennessee | 
anti-trust act. The Evansville Oil Co., Evansville, | 
Ind., had sent a traveling man to Gallatin, Tenn., | 
who got a number of orders. The Standard of | 
Kentucky obtained the cancellation of four of 
those orders by offering the merchants an extra 
ten gallons with every barrel of oil purchased. | 
The Standard and two of its agents were indicted. 
One of the agents was fined, but it was held that, 
under the law, the Standard could only be ousted, 
so ouster proceedings were begun. 

Attorney John J. Vertrees, chief counsel for 
Secretary Ballinger of the Interior, was counsel 
for the Standard. He argued to the Supreme 
Court that the offense, if any, would be against 
the federal laws, and not against the state laws, 
as he declared it was an interstate traffic. The 
court held that a state has a right to disapprove 
of acts within its borders, no matter what the 
connection, 

The government, in its big dissolution suit, cites 
page after page of unfair acts of the S. O. of 
Kentucky in seeking to throttle competition. 


HONEYWELL WAS OUT FOR BLOOD. 


The following appeared in .an Evansville, Ind., 
paper, giving the statement of Thomas Honeywell, 
president of the Evansville Oil Co: 

A four years’ fight with the Standard Oil Co. 
was won by the Evansville Oil Co. yesterday when 
the Supreme Court of the United States ousted 
the Standard company from the state of Tennes- 
see. Thomas Honeywell, of Evansville, presi- 
cent of the Independent oil company, expressed 
unmeasured satisfaction at the verdict. 

Honeywell, dating from the time the Stand- 

ard undercut him in Tennessee, started in for 
blood. When he received notices from his old 
customers in Gallatin, Tenn., that his orders 
should be deemed cancelled, he packed his grip 
and went south. Together with the traveling 
salesman, Claude Roseman, Honeywell investi- 
gated at Gallatin and found how the Standard 
Was putting him out of business. After weeks 
of work he interested the prosecutor and the 
grand jury.

The decision holding the Standard Oil Co.

was affirmed by the U. S. Court of Appeals at 
New York City, May 3rd. 

The U. S. District Court had found the Stand- 
ard guilty of taking the concessions between 
Aug. 15, 1904, and May 17, 1905, and had fined it 
$20,000. No appeal to the U. S. Supreme Court 
has yet been made.

Re-enters Texas in Partnership With 
Man Who Swore He Was 
An “Independent” 


Henry Clay Pierce is back at the head of the 
old Waters-Pierce properties in Texas, from 
which state he recently was ousted as a corpora- 
tion. Mr. Pierce returns as an individual and one 
of a partnership which he will not incorporate, 
and in which guise he is said to be safe from in- 
terference by Texas laws. 


The properties are now known as the Pierce- 
Fordyce Oil Association and C. S. Cahoon is gen- 
eral manager. Others reported to be in the part- 
nership are Maj. George W. Littlefield and H. A. 
Wroe, president and vice president of the Ameri- 
can National Bank at Austin, Tex., Ike Kempner, 
Galveston; Royal Ferris, Dallas; J. J. Terrell, 
San Antonio, and Col. Joe S. Rice, Houston, Tex. 

Information of the partnership came when Ca- 
hoon filed the quarterly gross receipts report— 
showing $397,158—required by the state April 
30th. 

At the time Col. Fordyce purchased the prop- 
erties, both he and others vigorously denied that 
any of the former company were interested in 
the purchase.

The Wadhams Oil Co., Milwaukee, Wis,, js 
being prosecuted by the state game warden, who 
acts as oil inspector, on 126 alleged violations of 
the state oil inspection law between Aug. 1 and 
Oct. 19, 1909—the period during which operation 
of the law was enjoined by suit of the com- 
pany. 

This is the second prosecution on that score. 
In the first, the Wadhams company declared tha 
it was not required to have its oil inspected and 
to pay inspection fees while the law was in 
operative through court restraint, even though the 
court finally did sustain the law. In this first 
action of the state, the Wadhams company wa 
not sustained but the decision against it is now 
being carried up. 

In commenting on the new prosecution, a She- 
boygan (Wis.) daily paper says:

“When the case was on in Sheboygan, Tracy 
made an offer of settlement of all actions if the 
Wadhams company would enter a plea of guilty 
on two counts.

_ especially the Standard Oil people, who find in this 
|company a worthy rival. 
| “The defendant company has announced that 
an appeal will be taken to the Supreme Court m 
the present case, and until the Supreme Court 
| passes upon the whole matter Mr. Tracy shows 
| poor taste in bringing further actions. The state 
|of Wisconsin can afford to be fair in this matter, 
and let the highest tribunal in the state pass 
upon the merits of the case.”

St Louis Oil Company Puts in Down- 


Town Plant for Consumers 





A new way of reaching the auto gasoline trade 
direct is being tried with reported success in St. 
Louis by the Auto Gasoline Co. 

At 12th and Pine streets, St. Louis, this com- 
pany has an ordinary sized lot, stripped of the 
old building, with a small one-story brick build- 
ing in one corner for an office and storehouse. 
The rest of the lot is covered with cinders and 
leveled to the roadway of the street. Behind the 
office are four slender tanks, 8 feet high and 
about 18 inches in diameter, placed upright with 
automatic cut-off and gauges. Each contains a 
different grade of gasoline. One is attached to 
the auto’s tank, and when it is filled, the oil is 
automatically shut off, and the quantity run is 





shown on the gauge. Underneath the yard are 
large storage tanks, for supplying the filling tanks. 

The yard is large enough for a half dozen or 
more machines to maneuver in. It takes but a 
few minutes to get in, fill the tank and out again 
and the operation has cost the automobile owner 
anywhere from 8 to 10 cents a gallon less than 
if he went to a garage. 


Attacks Linseed Oil Law 








The American Linseed Oil Co. is opposing the 
action of the Minnesota authorities in seizing 
shipments of its linseed oil on the ground that it 
is adulterated with mineral products. The com- 
pany has sought an injunction against the state 
dairy and food commissioner to prevent him en- 
forcing the state’s law defining linseed oil.

Cut Fuel Oil Rate to Nebraska For 
The Refinery at Sugar 
Creek 





Again have the railroads come to the aid of 
Standard Oil, this time by reducing rates on fuel 
oil from its Sugar creek refinery and Kansas City 
to Nebraska points. As in the case of the fa- 
mous reductions in the Mississippi river rates last 
fall, there was no corresponding reduction in 
rates from other Kansas refining points where 
the Independents are located.

SOUTH TO ENFORCE THE 
STEEL BARREL ORDER 


The Southern Classification Committee an- 
nounced April 23, over the signature of W. R. 
Powe, chairman, that the long expected require- 
ment to the classification that benzine, benzole, 
gasoline and naphtha can be shipped only in 
steel drums or barrels, will be made effective July 
1, or as near thereafter as the tariffs can be 
printed. 

This requirement was first broached by the rail- 
roads in Southern Classification two years ago 
but through the efforts of the National Petroleum 
Association its operation was suspended, the as- 
sociation alleging that the rule would put the 
small southern jobbers out of business, because 
they couldn’t afford to invest in steel barrels then, 
and that the rule would thus be in the interest

OPENS WAY TO CANADA 
WITH THROUGH RATE$ 


Supreme Court Sustains Commission 
in Stoy, IIl., Case—-To Demand 
General Application ' 








Through oil rates from the United States tg 
Canada will now be established, through a de 
cision of the Supreme Court of Canada, May 
5, affirming the decision of the Canadiag 
Railways Commission in ordering all inter. 
ested Canadian lines to observe a pro-rate op 
oil from Stoy, Ill, to Toronto, Can. 

Secretary Chamberlin, of the National Pe. 
troleum Association, announces that he will 
file, within a few days, an application with the 
Canadian Railways Commission 
pro-rates to all Canadian points.

The Supreme Court’s decision confirms 4 
through rate of 20 cents f:om Stoy to Toronto 
instead of the sum of the locals of 29 cents, 
The railroads contended that inasmuch as they 
were moving oil in Canada on commodity rates 
they should not be required to join in pro-rates 
on the fifth class basis. 


The railroads still may appeal to the privy 
council in England, but they have not yet 
given notice of such intention. 


COMPROMISES FIGHT 


Canadian Commission Settles Dis- 
pute of Local Refineries 


A compromise has been ordered by the Ca 
nadian Railways ‘Commission in the rate dis- 
pute on oil between the Canadian Oil Com- 
panies, Ltd., at Petrolia, the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, at Sarnia, and the British American Oil 
Company, at Toronto. Slight reductions are 
allowed the British American to points east 
of Toronto, while 10 and 20 per cent in- 
creases are ordered for points east from Pe- 
trolia and Sarnia with the proviso that to the 
territory between Petrolia and Toronto each 
company shall enjoy equal rates in proportion 
to the distance. 

The decision was rendered April 22. The 
case was the result of the application of the 
British American for lower rates to points east, 
particularly and a readjustment on the com- 
modity basis. The railroads wanted to install 
5th class rates straight, practically, which 
would have meant large advances on rates 
from Petrolia. The commission found that the 
rates from Petrolia and Sarnia, on the same 
basis, were commodity rates, out of proportion 
to distances involved and made for the put- 
pose of getting those companies into the fat 
eastern market; and that when the British 
American started their plant at Toronto four 
years ago, the rates consequently didn’t allow 
them any “geographical advantage.” 

It was held by the commission that “geo 
graphical advantage” should not be given too 
much weight, especially in view of all the bust- 
ness that had been established before the entry 
of the British American. The commission 
also found that the Standard Oil Company 
naturally wouldn't object to any rate increases 
from its Sarnia plant because it ships in and 
out of Sarnia almost exclusively by water. | 
The railroads are instructed to prepare tariffs 
on the basis outlined by the commission, with- 
in sixty days.

O figure of speech now that hardly applies 

even to Kansas politics, running one of 

that country’s most up-to-date refineries, 

is one of the oldest refiners of the Oil creek dis- 

trict “back” east, E. S. Dorrance, superintendent 

of the Kan-O-Tex Refining Co., which has plants 
at Caney and Longton, Kan. 

Dorrance views the west as a ‘model Sunday 
school, that is as placid as the prairie ‘round 
about. He is willing to admit that the prairie is 
“vast” but he can’t quite see the “wild and wooly,” 
except as a phrase licensed to poets and press 
agents. He cocks his ear in vain for sounds of 
a row, either in the quiet little town or about the 
plants. He conscientiously checks up his crews 
after every pay day but there is nary an absentee, 
and every one is as sober as a judge. 

It really isn’t home to him a bit, as he looks 
back over forty-five years in the oil business and 
minds the really “wild and wooly” times that he 
saw beginning with his return to Titusville, Pa., 
from the Civil war. The old Oil creek days have 
those of the present where he is, beat by forty 
times around the placid prairie. He says his 
present force—all recruited from the west—are 
all good men, who have responded well to his 
training but he wouldn’t object to a couple of 
still men from “back east, even though they are 
: bit careless about not showing up after pay 
day.” 

Dorrance has worked at most everything about 
a refinery in his forty-five years in the business. 
He was with the Cornplanter Refining Co., at 
Warren, a good part of the time, and, of course, 
worked for “Lew” Emery (none of the old timers 
ever worked for Senator Emery but just for 
plain “Lew” Emery), and ran his lubricating 
plant. He was also compounder for the old 
Cleveland Refining Co. He has two sons now 
with the plants of Crew, Levick Co. He went 
west to the then Superior Refining Co., at Long- 
ton, Kan., a year and a half ago.

The complaint of the Hawkeye Oil Co., Water- 
loo, lowa, that the Northwestern and A. C Be 
& St. P. roads be required to accept shipments 
of oil in less than carloads every day of the 
week instead of three days of the week, at its 
Mason City, Ia., station, was denied by the Board 
of Railroad Commissioners of Iowa April 15. _ 

The commissioners held that the Hawkeye Oil 
Co. was not discriminated against by these two 
roads, although it was shown that other roads and 
they themselves at other points, accepted oil 
L. C. L. every day. The roads declared that when 
the traffic at Mason City warranted it they would 
increase the number of days for shipment. 

SEEK RE-HEARING. 

Application has been made by the Hawkeye 
for re-hearing of the case. The complaint was 
first made with the commissioners by A. H. Ca- 
ward, secretary and treasurer of the Hawkeye 
Oil Co., Dec. 1 last year. The commissioners 
wrote the railroads complained against and asked 
“how about it?” The roads replied that they had 
to ship oil in cars by itself so as not to “con- 
taminate other freight” and that they had as many 
shipping days as the traffic warranted. In reply 
to these letters, Mr. Caward submitted the fol- 
lowing statement to the commissioners : 

“T notice what the Northwestern and Milwaukee 
roads have to offer as an excuse for not handling 
our freight at Mason City every day in the week, 
as they do at other shipping points, and will say 
that on the face of it, it might look to be a fair 
and reasonable statement, but will not bear in- 
vestigation. 

STANDARD GETS DAILY SERVICE. 

“The facts of the matter are that every town on 
the Milwaukee road where the Standard Oil Co. 
has storage tanks, no matter how small the town 
is, of two or three thousand inhabitants, they 
receive and ship oil for them. 

“Now our plan of doing business is different 
than the Standard Oil Co. They have distribut- 
ing stations in nearly every county in the state 
and they make the smaller towns by tank wagons. 
We have three distributing stations in the state 
of Iowa and we make the outside towns by ap- 
pointing agents at the local towns and ship them 
our goods in iron barrels, and they distribute to 

















the merchants, and it is necessary for us to carry 
a stock at these different places and to keep the 
trade supplied on short notice; consequently a 
three days’ service in the week frequently leaves 
our customers without oil for three or four days 
at a time, which is a great disadvantage to us. 


ROADS GRANT S. 0. DEMANDS. 


“The writer was in the employ of the Standard 
Oil Co. for a number of years and knows their 
methods of trying to cripple competition, and 
knows that when they want to have the different 
railroads entering Dubuque have a three days a 
week delivery, that they get it, and afterwards, 
when they find that they need shipment every day 
in order to hold their trade in barrel goods in out- 
side towns, all they had to do was to ask the 
railroad company to change the shipping days to 
every day in the week, and they got it. 

“Now, we are going to give you some compari- 
sons of our shipments over the different roads 
leading into Mason City and also from our other 
stations. For instance, the Northwestern, at Ma- 
son City, receives only three days in the week: 

“During the month of November they handled 
45 barrels of oil for us. During the month of 
December they handled 124 barrels. 

“During the month of November the C. M. & 
St. P. handled 54 barrels of oil for us. During the 
month of December they handled 60 barrels. 


MORE DAILY SHIPMENTS. 


“These two roads handle freight only three days 
in the week. 

“The Iowa Central and Great Western at this 
point receive our freight every day in the week, 
and they shipped in the same length of time, 216 
barrels in November and 298 barrels in December. 
Another comparison: In these two months the 
C. M. & St. P. at Calmar, where they receive our 
freight every day, shipped for us 620 bbls. in these 
two months. This is a small town of not over a 
thousand inhabitants, and the surrounding towns 
are not better than those around Mason City; and 
you can see conclusively from this how they are 





from our station at Mason City, with much bet- 
ter facilities for doing the business. 

_ “But the fact of the matter is that at every 
junction point like New Hampton, Charles City, 
Nora Springs, Mason City, Garner, Algena and 
Emmetsburg, in order to give our customers 
quick service, we are obliged to make shipments 
trom our Waterloo station at a cost of twice as 
much freight as if shipped from Mason City. 


WOULD GROW WITH MORE DAYS. 


“We certainly ought to sell as much if not 
more from Mason City as we do from Calmar, 
and the figures show that the railroad companies 
are injuring themselves as well as us by not giv- 
ing us this service, and it would certainly work 
a great hardship on us if they should take this 
away from us at Calmar. 

“Also wish to state in this connection that 
those shipments are made in iron barrels and 
there is practically no leakage, and for that mat- 
ter, there is not a train which leaves Mason City 
but what has more or less empty freight cars 
that they could load these into, if they chose to. 
We also feel that if the Iowa Central and Great 
Western get sufficient business to warrant carry- 
ing our stuff every day in the week, that there is 
no reason why the Northwestern and Milwaukee 
could not afford to give us the same service. 


“We cannot say much as to the Northwestern 
service outside of Mason City, as this is the only 
point that we have station located on their road, 
but we make transfer shipments from Waterloo 
over their road, and at these transfer points they 
receive freight every day.” 

Being unable to adjust the matter by corre- 
spondence the commissioners held a hearing April 
14 at Mason City at which appeared attorneys 
and freight agents for the roads, and A. H. 
Caward for the Hawkeye. 


FINDS THEM “NOT GUILTY.” 


In their finding the commissioners said: 

“It is the opinion of the commission that neither 
of the defendants are guilty of discrimination, as 
claimed by complainant. Said railways have a 
universal rule in the questions involved in this 
case, and applied to all persons and all localities 
alike.

that the rule established by defendant railways 
in handling oils, is an unreasonable rule. It is 
within the knowledge of the commission that, to 
some extent at least, the handling of oils in 
cars with all classes of merchandise, will con- 
taminate and injure certain kinds of same. It 
does not clearly appear to the commission that 
the complainant will necessarily be seriously bur- 
dened by the enforcement of the rules of the 
above named carriers. It is not a serious burden 
to complainant, considering the kind and char- 
acter of the commodity which it handles, to re- 
quire it to anticipate the reasonable demands of 
this business, and prepare for it; and certainly 
the handling of its commodity every other day in 
cars devoted solely to the handling of oil, permits 
it to reasonably prepare for all anticipated de- 
mands. 

“The question as to whether or not another car- 
rier adopts the same rule which is adopted by 
the defendant carriers, is not material to the is- 
sue. Every carrier has a right to adopt rules 
which its experience deems proper, providing the 
same are reasonable and do not interfere ma- 
terially with the duty which the carrier owes to 
the public.” 

“T have asked for a re-hearing because the 
commission only gave us four days’ notice of 
this hearing and then my attorney was busy in 
court and couldn’t attend,” said Mr. Caward. 
“I appeared myself and gave them the facts of 
the case and the letters from the railroad 
agents, but we certainly are entitled to more 
notice than that and also entitled to be repre- 
sented by our attorney.” 


“I beg to advise that the Illinois Central has 
always accepted oil at this station in wood or 
iron barrels on all days of the week, loading 
same in cars with other freight. Very few claims 
_are filed on account of damage to other freight 
by oil. Occasionally a wood barrel will leak

“IT might further add that up to a short time 
ago this company handled all merchandise in 
and out of Waterloo for points north and west 
on the C. G. W. R. R., the oil being loaded in 
these cars the same as any other. We. were 
never called upon to participate in any claim 
for damage on account of oil being loaded in 
these cars.” 


C. F. Hayes, agent for the Rock Island lines 
at Waterloo, wrote that they had been accept- 
ing oil for daily shipments and, “Shipments 
of oil are handled by us same as any other 
class of merchandise and since the iron bar- 
rels have been put into use I have no knowl- 
edge of any claims being presented for damage 
to other merchandise sustained by loading the 
oil in regular merchandise cars.”

other shipments of merchandise, and I can- 
didly say that I have never received a claim on 
account of such loading, and it is my opinion 
that this commodity can be safely handled to- 
gether with shipments of other merchandise 
with little, if any, danger of loss or damage on 
account of this loading.”

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Texas Promises Another Big 
Oil Field—Other Boomlets 


This is the open season for oil booms and boom- 
lets and the summer weather is bringing them in 
large and small degree from Texas and New 
Mexico to northern Michigan, Oregon, Arkansas, 
Missouri, northern Kansas, Cincinnati, O., and 
most anywhere else that stray fishermen happen 
to take note of the oil seepage found along creeks 
and rivers. 

The best of these booms so far is that 75 miles 
north of El Paso, Tex., at Camp City, N. M., 
where oil is reported oozing over the top of the 
casing in a 1,300-foot well. This is right on the 
line with oil wells at Toyah, Tex., about 150 
miles south, that are the result of quiet and re- 
cent work of the Texas Co. The other booms are 
based on what various citizens, rural and urban, 
think with no absolute indications of oil yet. 

TRIED TO HIDE OIL SIGNS. 

The most important indication of the Camp 
City, N. M., report is the story that the men who 
were drilling the well tried to keep the oil indica- 
tions secret while they leased up surrounding ter- 
ritory. Investigation of the well has since shown, 
it is said, that effort had been made to plug it 
as it contained several feet of slag and railroad 
ballast on top of a lot of cement. 

The report of oil being found got over the 
country about April 21st, and a stream of people 
on horse back, in autos, buggies and by train, set 
in for the district. Everyone filed claims as fast 
as he could, upon arrival. Some of these, it is 
said, may be found to be on land withdrawn by 
the government but at the present time no one is 
taking any chances. 

WERE SEEKING WATER. 

Camp City is about all the front part of its 
name implies, while the last half is really a mis- 
nomer. It is ten miles south of Alamogordo,

The well was started several months ago, on 
property donated Camp City by Mrs. Camp, by 
ithe Deep Well Drilling Co., an organization of 
| citizens of the town who wanted to find a water 
| supply. The well was put down 1,270 feet when 
| the drillers reported the drill stuck about 40 feet 
| from the bottom. The company got impatient 
lover the delay and demanded that the drillers 
| either finish the job or get off. The drillers said 
i they would guarantee to drill another well and 
get water on other land if they were given the 
| forty acres surrounding the hole they had been 
| working at. The company refused and finally 
| ousted the drillers. In cleaning out the hole the 
company noticed gas and oil on top of the water, 
which ran out. 

The Camp City district is almost a level plain. 
On the east are the Sacramento mountains, over 
4,000 feet high, of carboniferous limes, sands and 
shales. Oil seepage has been found along the foot 
hills of the mountains. On their eastern side 
flows the Pecos river and oil has been located 
there by the U. S. Geological Survey, at Roswell, 
on the north end and near Toyah on the south. 
From reports that are being revived at El Paso, it 
is thought indications may be found in the El 
Paso valley southward toward that town, as shales 
saturated with oil are said to have been found at 
various times by geologists and prospectors. 

TEXAS CO. WORKS QUIETLY. 

Little is known of the operations of the Texas 
Co., at Toyah, Tex., as it has surrounded opera- 
tions on its 5,000 acres with a high board fence. 
Oil was found there at 400 feet some four years 
ago and since that time the Texas Co. has quietly 
slipped in. It is now said to have two wells down 
1,800 feet and oil found. At El Paso several state 











———— 


that they know positively that a gusher was struc 
in one hole at 1,000 feet and that it was instantly 
capped. Such a strong head of gas, howeyer 
was in one of the wells that the company had to 
move its boilers. April 24th, a third well hag 
been drilled to 600 feet, some 2,000 feet to the 
south of the other wells. The oil is said to be of 
an unusually high grade. The Texas Co. has beep 
leasing up all the territory around its fence, 4 
Miss Ellis, of El Paso, reports that the company 
offered her father $2,500 a section for his for 
sections of homestead land lying between the 
Texas property and Toyah. The Oil Prospegts 
Co. has been formed at Laluz and Alamogordy 
to prospect in the Laluz foothills five miles north 
of the latter town. 


SEARCH MICHIGAN AGAIN. 

Five thousand acres of land has been leased for 
oil prospecting between Manisteo and Onekama, 
Mich., two ports on the eastern shore of Lake 
Michigan, well towards the north end. Strong 
evidences of oil are said to have been found 
in drilling salt wells there in the past twenty 
years. Thomas Percy and John Brogan, both 
from the eastern oil: fields, drilled a number of 
the salt wells near Manistee and Ludington— 
south of Manistee. After one of these occasions 
Percy is said to have urged the salt people to let 
him go fishing for oil instead of water, but they 
refused. Later he sank a well, but died before he 
finished it. Now Brogan is organizing the moye- 
ment to keep up the wildcatting. He has ordered 
pipe and expects to begin drilling by July. At 
least three wells will be sunk by the prospectors, 
The press of the country is already busy telling 
the farmers how wealthy they will be with their 
royalties, and telling the townspeople of the im- 
mense piles of coin they will have, if oil is found, 

TO DRILL NEAR TOPEKA, KANS. 

A wild cat well is being drilled by a company 
organized at Topeka, Kans., on the Lucas farm 
four miles east of that city. The effort is being 
based on signs of oil found along the banks of 
the Kansas river. Most every one in town and 
from the country around has tramped out to the

SEEK OIL AT CINCINNATI. 


Sycamore township, in Hamilton county, Ohio, 
is to be tested out’ for oil and gas. Frank L. 
Townsend, of Cincinnati, is reported to have 
jeased some 900 acres Of territory on a one-sixth 
royalty basis. Gas was found near Mason, that 
county, several years ago at a depth of a few} 
hundred feet, while drilling an artesian well.

They now think the end of 
their troubles is in sight. 


GEOLOGIST O. K.’S HOPES. 


The citizens of Trenton, Mo., who are organ- 
izing a company to drill for oil in their county— 
Grundy—are feeling very optimistic over a letter 
received from H. A. Buehler, the state geologist, 
in which Mr. Buehler says, 

“It is our opinion that the northwest portion of 
the state is the next favorable territory to pros- 
pect for oil and gas, as these fuels are obtained 
in Oklahoma, Kansas and Illinois, largely from 
the lower coal measures formation. This portion 
of the series in Missouri has a maximum thick- 
ness of 800 feet, while the upper coal measures 
has a thickness of 1,000 feet. The lower coal 
measures consist largely of sandstone, and shale, 
having the proper relations for the retention of 
oil and gas. Trenton is located near the junc- 
tion of these formations, indicating that the total 
thickness of the lower coal measures underlie the 
city and vicinity.” 

Machinery has been shipped to the Carr Oil 
Producing Co. of Macon, Mo., for prospecting in 
southwest Macon county. Prospecting also will 
be done during the summer west of Jacksonville, 
at College Mound, southwest of Callao and in the 
vicinity of Bevier.

WOULD REFINE OIL FROM 
ASPHALT ROCK IN UTAH 











Oil is to be extracted from rock mined nearby, 
by the Paraffine Oil Co., of Salt Lake City, Utah. 
Fifty gallons of refined oil is to be taken from 
every ton, in addition to large quantities of high 
grade lubricating oil and an asphaltum deposit 
lies underneath the sandstone. 

The plant is being built at Mill Fork, a station 
on the Denver & Rio Grande, 63 miles from Salt 
Lake. Dr. Clarence Barrett is secretary and man- 
ager of the company ; Thomas A. Williams, presi- 
dent and L. M. Bailey, treasurer. The first car 
load of oil will be shipped from the plant by 
July 1st, says Dr. Barrett. 

The oil material is found at Daisy Fork, six 
miles from Mill Fork. At the depth of 70 feet 
the company has a 35 foot vein of oil sandstone 
and directly unlerneath it is a deposit of asphal- 
tum 30 feet thick. From the sandstone, so Dr. 
Barrett Says, the company can get 30 per cent of 
4 mineral rubber or asphaltum which, when sub- 
mitted to the ordinary refining process, yields a 
heavy lubricating oil of 22 degrees Beaume, 600 

re test and will stand a cold test of 10 below 
7ero. Below these deposits the company thinks 
there are the usual oil sands, but it will not drill 
them for a while yet.

OFFER UNIFORM RULE 


Oil Men Make Suggestions to New 
Classification Committee 





The oil interests submitted a proposition to 
settle the controversy over classification of pe- 
troleum and its products, at a meeting with 
Chairman Holbrook, of the classification com- 
mittee, at New York, April 19. 

Those representing the oil interests at the 
conference were W. H. Fehsenfeld, Baltimore; 
Secretary Chamberlin and Traffic Manager 
Boltz, of the National Petroleum Association, 
and Traffic Manager Hurd, of the Standard 
Oil Company. Following is the proposition of 
the oil interests which will be submitted to the 
Uniform Classification Committee at its next 
meeting: 


CHANGE OLD RULES. 


“Eliminate asphaltum, liquid, from the pe- 
troleum oil and petroleum products list, as 
shown on page 155 of Official Classification No. 
35, and amend specification for asphaltum and 
asphaltum substitutes shown on page 38 to 
read: 

““Asphaltum, N. O. S., and asphaltum sub- 
stitutes, N. O. S., including petroleum asphal- 
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And establish an estimated weight per gallon 
for shipments in tank cars. 


CHANGE COMMODITY TARIFFS. 


“As commodity traiffs have already been es- 
tablished on petroleum pitch and petroleum tar 
in Central Freight Association territory on ba- 
sis of 90 per cent of 6th class, if the above 
change is made in the classification, such com- 
modity tariffs and also commodity tariffs on 
trunk line territory should also include petro- 
leum asphaltum. 

“Eliminate petroleum residuum and tailings; 
also eliminate distallates, and provide for the 
following in the oil list: 

“Naphtha Distillates, 
“Refined Oil Distillates, 
“Paraffine Distillates, 
“Neutral Distillates.” 

It was suggested that the average weight of 
asphaltum would be about 8 pounds to the gal- 
lon, but no agreement was arrived at as to 
constructive weight, it being left to the roads.

WON’T ANSWER PROTESTS. 


When knowledge of Dickinson’s order of 
Feb. 9th became known to the Independents, 
vigorous protest was at once filed with Dickin- 
son by Independents individually and also by 
the Independent Petroleum Marketers’ Associ- 
ation, representing several of the bidders. Of- 
ficers of the Marketers’ Association did not 
mince matters in telling Dickinson what they 
thought of his shifting his position, as they 
said, so as to favor Standard Oil. Members 
of Congress and senators were called upon to 
aid in presenting the matter to Dickinson and 
the result was that Dickinson was kept busy 
explaining that he had “taken the matter under 
personal consideration.” In response to one 
of the more recent letters of a senator, poking 
Dickinson up to see what had become of the 
bids, Dickinson answered that “in view of the 
character of the communication” of the Mar- 
keters’ Association and several of its members, 
“I shall make no reply, directly or indirectly.” 

In the meantime Dickinson sent his orders 
against the S. O. Co. over to Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham for interpretation, to see if 
they conflicted with the following joint res- 
olution of Congress passed June 25, 1905: 


“That purchase of material and equipment 
for use in the construction of the Panama 
Canal shall be restricted to articles of domes- 
tic production and mariufacture from the low- 
est responsible bidder unless the President 
shall in any case deem the bids or tenders 
thereof extortionate or unreasonable.” 


Wickersham held that under this resolution 
Dickinson could not bar the Standard if it is 
the lowest bidder even though, in a similar 
case, the legal department had authorized an 
embargo on all corporations guilty of violating 
the anti-trust laws.

In both affidavits appears the date of 
August 1, 1887, as the date of incorporation of 
the Ohio Oil Co. under the laws of the state of 
Ohio. There also appears the sworn statement 
that since 1893 the Ohio Oil Co. has not been 4 
member of any trust or pool, trusts and _ pools 
being qualified as already quoted. 

“As showing the commanding position of the 
Ohio Oil Co. in Illinois is the following letter 
under date of April 9, 1910, of R. S. Blatchley, 
assistant state geologist: 

“*The Ohio Oil Co.’ writes Blatchley, ‘has con- 
trolling interest in the eastern Illinois oil fields, 
They, however, act as a company. They have 
drilled a great majority of the wells within the 
field on their properties and have legitimately 
bought up a great number of other properties. 
They have established in the main field, tank 
farms for storage of oil in which stocks amount- 
ing to 20,000,000 barrels or more can be kept. 
They have also instituted a unique system of 
gravitating oil into the main pipe lines leading 
to refineries in the east.’ 


AFFIDAVITS STILL ON FILE. 


“The facts show that the Ohio Oil Co., as soon 
as the oil field of Illinois became profitable, er- 
tered it. Entered it because its vice president, 
J. C. Donnell, swore it was not a party toa 
trust. Both his affidavits, on file with the secre- 
tary of state of Illinois, state that the Ohio Oil 
Co. had not entered into a trust and was not 
party of a trust on July 1, 1893, ‘nor at any date 
since that date, and is not now a party to a pool, 
etc.’ ” 

The article tells how Attorney George Phelps, 
of Findlay, O., who was associated with former 
Attorney-General Wade H. Ellis in his Ohio 
prosecutions of the the Standard and subsidiaries, 
wrote Governor Deneen, Nov. 13, 1906, of the 
evidence shown by the affidavits. After some 
correspondence, Deneen referred the letters to 
William H. Boys, of the state railroad and ware- 
house commission. Boys, Feb. 4, 1907, wrote 
Phelps that he would call the attention of the 
attorney-general to the matter, but nothing more 
was ever heard of it. ‘ 





TO SELL OIL SURPLUS. 


The Southern Pacific is reported to be com- 
sidering the sale of its surplus oil lands that are 
now being carried on the books as proprietaty 
company land grants. :

Caddo Furnishes Gusher That Looks Dark 


Expected Increase in Price Doesn’t Materialize in Mid-Continent — Califor- 
nia’s Gushers Continue at First Pace—Fancher Deal 
Falls Through—New Pipe Line. 


The new Caddo gusher of the Producers’ Oil Company, that started at 3,600 barrels and 
is now running close to 2,500 a day, rather staggered the producers of the Mid-Continent 
field and stayed an advance in the market they expected. The Caddo field is furnishing bet- 
ter than 7,000 barrels a day of high-grade oil, but further efforts to locate another good well 
are failures. 

Early spring drilling, however, all over the country brought in increased production in 
April, which promises still more activity with the drill during the summer. Scattered re- 
ports show one fair oil scare near El] Paso, Texas, and a lot of “signs” most anywhere else, 
but so far these have received but scant attention from the trade. 

California’s gushers are continuing as record makers, the Lakeview well in Maricopa 
doing 40,000 steady ever since being brought innearly two months ago. The formation of the 
Refining & Producing Oil Company to start the new refinery at Oilport comes at a time 
when some cynical folks are debating whether the California producers can hold onto their 
position in control of the market with profit to themselves. The Union Oil Company’s first 
report under the alliance with the producers showed a 44 cent price for oil to the producer, 
but this, it was explained, was.due to old contracts which have about expired. 

May 1, saw the deal of the Gulf Refining Company to take over the Fancher and other 
properties in the Mid-Continent fall through, the reason given being that it fell below 
4,000 barrels on a ten days’ test, although it averaged way above it. 

The Priestly deal, to take over some $5,000,000 or more of properties, is still in the air, 
although it has been announced that the options will be taken up all right. Priestly is still 
in the East, where the incorporation of the Central Oil Company at Wilmington, Del, for 
$10,000,000 is credited to him. Those supposed to be close to the heads of this deal, give out 
the impression that there will be another pipe line built—to the Gulf, presumably—but 
nothing definite has yet appeared. 

The Gulf Pipe Line suddenly got permitsand began working on extending its line north 
into the Bartlesville district, the terminus, it is said, being the Osage. The failure of the Gulf- 
Fancher deal and continuation of the pipe line building makes the producers hope for some 
real live competition for business in the small fields.

STANDARD WANTED 
DEAL WITH STUBBS 








Secretary of Kansas’ Governor Tells 
of Proposition From Oil Trusts’ 
Attorney. 





That Standard Oil would drop its political fight 
on Governor Stubbs, of Kansas, and turn in and 
support him, if Stubbs would “ease up” on the 
state’s prosecution of the S. O., is the proposition 
that has been made twice to the governor by 
Standard Oil attorneys, according to D. D. Leahy, 
the governor’s secretary. 

This statement was issued by Leahy in reply 
to that of an Independence banker, who declared 
Stubbs to be “close” to Standard Oil, and it is 
just an indication of how “het up” Kansas is over 
her gubernatorial politics this year. The Inde- 
pendence banker, A. C. Stich, said of Stubbs that 
he “swears like a pirate, and hurls vile, scurrillous 
and unprintable epithets at every man who dares 
to take issue with him.” Leahy says he never 
heard Stubbs swear in his life, although he has 
heard leaders of the opposition say things that 
wouldn’t look nice in print. Ex-Governor Stan- 
ley, alleged harvester trust attorney and of the 
opposition to Stubbs, is accused of calling the 


ministers of the state a lot of “blubbering phari- 
sees.” 


But probably the most important issue of the 
talk at present is that which says Stubbs is “close” 
to Standard Oil and that which says he isn’t. The 
“opposition” declares Stubbs sold his oil produc- 
tion in Oklahoma, and intimate it was to the 
Standard, whereas, so far as is known, the Na 
tional Refining Co. was the only one dickering 
for the property, and the deal never got past the 
dickering point. Meantime Attorney-General 
Jackson, of Kansas, is quietly proceeding with the 
prosecution of the Standard Oil companies in the

INCREASE NEW WORK 


Sufficient Transportation Facilities in 
Oklahoma Still Overlooked by 


Price Makers 
BARTLESVILLE, OKLA., May 3.—( Special) 
The increase in price in the Mid-Continent field to 
38c some time ago has not been followed up by 
the increased activity which many thought it 
| would lead to. Completions for the last month 
were 409, to 381 in March; and the new produc- 
tion was 22,322 barrels, a decrease from 22,562 
barrels in March. It must be remembered more- 
over that this includes Oklahoma, Kansas and 
north Louisiana. In Oklahoma alone, while there 
was an increase in completions from 325 to 348, 
there was a decrease in new production from 20,- 
925 to 18,932 barrels. 

This decrease of new production is largely the 
result of the falling off at Preston. Evidently the 
production of Oklahoma will not be increased 
until there is a further advance in the price. 
There is strong reason to believe that except for 
the phenomenal pool, opened by the Trees well 
at Caddo, that the price would have made a fur- 
ther advance in this field. An indication of a 
large new field always has a very strong influ- 
ence on the purchasers of oil. It is difficult to 
see, however, why the Mid-Continent field should 
be forced to bear the whole brunt of this bearish 


feature. 
SEE SCARCITY OF OIL. 

The inadequacy of transportation facilities, 
which has always been the reason attributed for 
the disproportionate price of Oklahoma oil, has 
now been removed. In fact it seems a question 
whether the facilities now in operation, together 
with the new lateral of the Petroleum Products 
Company to the Wann and Dewey districts, the 
enlargement of the National Refining plant, the 
new Texas Co. refinery at Tulsa, the new Gulf 
extension north to Osage lot 52, and the expected

panies, will not increase the outlets to a point 
where they can not all be filled. 

The market for Mid-Continent oil is very 
strong, owing to the very rapidly increasing de- 
mand for fuel oil, not only for the railroads 
touching and near this field, but also to an in- 
creasing extent in industrial plants, such as pack- 
ing houses, zinc and cement works. The exploi- 
tation of Oklahoma gas for domestic purposes is 
going to make it too expensive for additional fac- 
tories in the course of a few years, and is al- 
ready making an increased market for fuel oil. 


CADDO OIL COMPETES WITH 
EASTERN. 
The oil in the new field at Caddo is of a high 
grade, more comparable to Pennsylvania than 
other oils. The competition will be felt, there- 
fore, in the production of kerosene, gasoline and 
lubricants rather than fuel oil. It is close to the 
coast and it will nearly all be refined at Baton 
Rouge and the Sabine district. It will come, 
therefore, into a more direct competition with 
the Eastern oil than any other. It is difficult to 
see why the Eastern oil should not feel this as 
-|much as the Mid-Continent oil and why Illinois 
oil should not be brought to a corresponding 
price level with Oklahoma oil. 

As a good deal of new drilling has now been 
started up in various directions from the Trees 
well, the limitations of that field will soon be 
known, and it will be less of an unknown factor. 
From the standpoint of the American consumer it 
certainly was very fortunate to have this new

WARNS AS TO LOADING 





A warning against over-charging of tank 


|cars with naphtha has been issued by Secretary 
|Chamberlin, of the National Petroleum Asso- 


ciation, following word from Col. Dunn, chief 
inspector of the bureau for the transportation 
of explosives, that a leaking tank car, due to 
|overcharging with naphtha, had been reported 
to his office. 

“The incident was probably the result of 
some careless operative in loading the tank car 
\into the dome,” said Secretary Chamberlin. 
\‘‘However, there is liability of danger from 
|overloading cars with gasoline or naphtha. 


SHOULD ALLOW EXPANSION. 
| “The expansion of 68 to 72 gasoline is equal 
ito 1.35 per cent for each 20 degrees rise in 
| tempe rature. The ordinary capacity of domes 
‘is from 150 to 200 gallons. On 8,000 gallon 
cars a rise in temperature of 40 degrees would 
| fill the dome to overflowing. The surface of 
the naphtha should be left one or two inches 
| below the dome if practicable.” 
| Col. Dunn has suggested forthulating a prac- 
tical rule covering expansion. At present the 
rule is paragraph 1826 in the regulations, that 
'tank cars shall not be entirely filled with in- 
flammable liquids, but must contain sufficient 
\interior vacant space to permit necessary ex- 
| pansion,
